SALOON REGULATIONS. 

The recent liquor ordinance was 
amended by the addition of three 
sections providing that saloons shal! 
have clear glass fronts, so that all 
may see the interior from the outside. 
The saloon men are given 30 days in 
whicr to submit plans to the counci\ 
for such changes as are necessary in 
their place of business to conform to 
this requirement, and 30 days addi- 
tional to make the changes after 
plans are approved by the council.

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PRESIDENT CONFIDENT. 


Chief Executive Confident He Can Put 
Labor Measure Through. 
. Evidence’ is rapidly accumulating 
that the president's plan for a compul- 
sory investigation of railroad labor 
troubles is to have hard sledding in 
congress. Nevertheless the, president 
is pena empesa to put the proposition 
His mind is made up about 
hie just as firmly as it was in the case 
of the Adamson law. 

According to his friends, the presi- 
dent is prepared to cfercise all the 
power he can command over congress. 
‘It. Rag been: intimated strongly that it 

would take more than the opposition of 
the labor combination to cause him to 
recede from his Position or even to 
sonsent to any ‘compromise plan which 
would not dbtain for the country a be- 
surity from the conditions which men- 
aced it last summer. 

Opponents of the president’s plan are 
making a point of the Clayton act, 
which was passed by the Democrats. 
Senator Hughes of New Jersey, who 
ordinarily sides with the president, 
said the other day that in his opinion 
any plan such as the president appar- 
ently has in mind would be taking 
away from labor the right to concerted 
action, which was expressly given to it 
by that act. 

Section 20 of the Clayton law forbids 
injunctions being issued to prohibit any 
person or persons, whether acting singly 
or in concert, from ceasing to perform 
any work of labor. Senator Hughes 
declared he had personally fought hard 
to get this exemption for labor, and he 
was not in favor of now taking it 
away.
